Cleveland was nominated at Chi- 


cago yesterday receiving over (tin 
votes on the first ballot. The con- 
vention was a cut and dried Cleve- 
land affair, but the Hill crowd went 
down with flying colors. They were 
there fur their man, and when his 
name was hissed the -\ew York dele- 
gation announced that if they could 
not have a respectful hearing they 
would leave the ball. They say they 
have warned the party of defeat in 
case Ck-vchuid was nominated. The 
platform is the usual negative one, 
and denounces all Republican meas- 
ni-es, without advocating a single 
original one. 
On 
the tariff, 
the 


platform approves the course of the 
present congress—that of doing ab- 
solutely nothing with the tariff other 
than snapping at it. in places. The 
word harmony was spelled with a 
little h all through the proceedings.

preme court has rendered a decision 
sustaining the constitutionality of the 
Miner election law, which was passed 
by the last legislature. The i jcision
